CENTRAL GOVERNMENT AND 
THE PROVINCIALS IN CHINA.

Recent events havé served to emphasise the 
peculiar relations which at all-times exist 
PO between the Government of the Chinese Em- 
peror and his viceroys in the provinces. In 
the late troubles the salvation of the Empire 
wus entirely due to the refusal of the pro- 
vincials to obey the commands of the Court ; 

. practically according to European -ideas of 
: government they were in contumacy, if not 
actual rebellion, and yet from no source do 


_ we hear any complaint of their disobedience, 


. nor any suggestion even that their conduct 
was otherwise than correct, or was inspired 
‘by any other feelings than those of loyalty 
to the state. A very similar course marked 


their financial relations to the central 


Government : all the while they continued 
sending the customary dues either to Peking 
or to the spot ‘where the Court during its 
temporarily so- 
journing, and yet they did it in such a way

These traditions 
are ag old as the foundations of the Empire, 
and have all the sanction of antiquity, and 
though eventually in the best interests of 
the Empire itself it may become advisable, 
or even necessary, to modify them with the 
object of forming a strongly centralised 


state; the time when the very existence of 


the Empire is entirely due tothe indepen- 
dent action of its provincials is hardly a fit 
moment for trying hazardous: experiments. 
‘We have been led into this train of reason- 
ing by the ‘extraordinary project of the 
Commercial Advisers to the British Govern- 
ment of reviving the troubles incident to 
the internal circulation of goods through 
the action of the various provincial authori- 


ties. We do not intend in any measure to 


offer apologies for the methods employed 

by the provincials, but to point out the 
reason why the efforts of the British 
Government to ensure freedom of circula- 

_ tion under the sole authority of the treaties, 
made with Peking, have in the past heen, 

and in the future still must be, unavailing. 

We do not either intend to express our 
concurrence in the relations which have 
\ hitherto existed between Emperor and 
.provincials; nor do we hold that it is not 
‘advisable to exercise a considerable amount 

: of external pressure to bring about in the 
~interests of China such moditications as may 
bring her methods of government more up 

to date than the present antiquated ma- 

’ chine:--but those efforts must’ be made 


sudden -jerks and interferences, which 
may end in bringing the whole fabric 
‘down about our ears in our attempt 
:to render more effective the working of 


carefully: and by degress rather than by 


northern provinces, while in the south they 
are 80 oppressive as beyond a certain 
distance to render impossible the circulation 
of goods, and even in adjacent districts to 
act as a serious brake.

It has all through been per- 
fectly well known to our negotiators, that 
the control of the central power over the 
provinces did not extend, nor ever ‘had 
extended, to these details of internal taxa- 
tion which constitutionally were left to the 
provincials to arrange subject to their 
obligations to send up the customary con- 
tributions to the capital.. This right the 
Provinces steadily retain as a a ey 
which if once abandoned would leave them 
open to uncontrolled exactions. If then it 
were natural for Peking to seize the excuse 
of external pressure to extend its influence 
over the Provinces, it was equal] y incumbent 
on the provincials as guardians of the 
separate provinces to ignore these new 
fangled pretensions. ‘This has been the real 
contest, which remains as intense as ever. 
With regard to articles of foreign trade in 
some, at least, of the provinces, a modus 
vivendi has been found which, without: 
committing either party, has on the whole 
worked fairly well, and as it seems to offer 
a way out of a - difficulty involving the 
entire system of government may well offer 
a suggestion for some practical scheme 
which may for the present at least help to 
tide over the difficulty. The difficulty has 
been rather in the method than in the 
incidence of the taxation; in other words 
while the provincials were quite willing to 
compound on terms which would permit the 
‘circulation of the staples of trade through 
their provinces at rates corresponding to the 
half duties fixed by Tariff, they refused to 
acknowledge the ‘I'ransit Passes issued in 
defiance, as it seemed to them, of their 
undoubted rights of control over the pro- 
vincial finances, and practically this is the 
system that prevails through the Yangtsze 
provinces. One ofthe results of this has 
been that the number of transit passes 
issued, and the amount collected by their 
means, 80 far from showing a tendency to 
increase actually shows 1 diminution.

THE FIRST CHINESE REGIMENT.

It will be seen from telegrams appearing 
in another column from Ceylon suurces that 
the home Government will ask for the usual 
vote this year for the First Chinese Regi- 
ment at Weihaiwei. 
announced that it had been decided either to 
disband it or to withdraw it—that is, pre- 
sumably, bring it down to Hongkong. 
Mr. Sr. Jounn Bropgick’s answer toa ques- 
tion in the House of Commons on the 27th 
February seems to show that the Govern- 
ment has reconsidered its decision and that 
the Regiment will be maintained, in some 
form, for at least another year. According 
to the ;Weibpiwei correspondent ef the 
North- China Daily News, who gives as his 
authority the local Gazette, the force is to be 
reduced gradually from its present strength 
of 1,300. The same correspondent, wrote, 
at the time when he announced this :—“ It 
would be interesting to know whether, 
when reduced, it is to be under the War 
Office or paid and controlled by the 
Colonial Office through the newly appointed 
Commissioner.”

The practical incorporation of 
that highly useful body, the District 
Watchmen, with the Police Force, has 
worked satisfactorily and smoothly, and 
speaks volumes for the tact and good sense 
of the European Inspectors and Sergeants 
concerned. The conduct of the three con- 
tingents, European, Indian, and Chinese, 
shows commendable improvement, which is 
a peculiarly gratifying feature. There is, 
however, still room for further improvement 
in this direction. The total strength is 920 
men, nine less then in 1900. This iucludes 
the Police specially paid for by other Go- 
vernment Departments and by private firms, 
as well as the Engineers, Coxswains aud 
Stokers of the Water Police launches. If 
the Executive Staff, clerical staff and coolies 
be included, the grand total comes to 999. 
During 1901, aa additional Assistant Super- 
jntendent was added to the [Executive Staff. 
Mr. P. P. J. WopEHouss, transferred from 
the Registrar-General’s Department, was 
appointed to the newly-created post, and 
proceeded straightway to Lahore, for the 
atudy of Hindustani and Indian Police 
methods. We imagine there can be little 
doubt ubout the extreme wisdom of such a 
course ; because no matter how trustworthy 
the Jemadar of the Indian Contingent may 
be, it must be infinitely more satisfactory to 
have his actions controlled by a European 
executive officer with a competent knowledge 
of Hindustani. The results of this interest- 
ing experiment—the suggestion, we believe, 
of the Hon. F. H. May —will be watched 
with the keenest interest.

POLICE AND CRIME IN HONG- 
KONG IN 1901, 


—_— 
_ (Daily Press, 18th March.) 
Mr. F. J. Bavetey’s Report on the Police 
‘and on Crime for the year 1901, with its 
numerous classified returns, is a document 
worthy of close study. Table D, a decennial 
return, with its full analyses of prisoners 
arrested, convicted, and discharged, for both 
serious and minor offences, together with 
the averages and summaries under each head 
| for the two quinquennial periods involved, 
is about as instructive as tabulated figures 
can be, and furnishes the reader with a 
criminological barometer wherefrom he may 
easily read the varying fluctuations of crime 
for the past ten years. The total of all 
cases reported to the Police, in the year 
under notice, shows a decrease of 7.1 per 
cent. below that of 1900. This result, in 
_ gome measure, is due to the more thorough 
policing of the New Territory. Thanks 
are also heré due to thd Provincial autho-

The Dutch Govern- 
ment, it would rather seem, has shown 
itself provident ; and at the same time the 
rest of the world will be benefitted by the 
increased facilities of intercommunication 
created by the proposed line of steamers.

RATS IN SHIPS. 

Tn relation to the apparatus devised’ for the 
pumping of S02 gus into the holds of ships for the 
destruction of rats, the following letter of the 24th 
ult. was submitted from Mr. KR. U. Wilcox, the 
Secretary of the Chamber of Commerce :—“ I 
have the honour to acknowledge receipt of ycur 
letter of the 28th ult., enclosing copy of a letter 
from the Clayton Fire Extinguishing and 
Ventilating Co., Ld, addressed to the Crown 
Agenis, with whom the Government has recently 
been in communication with regard {oan appara- 
tus devised for pumping SO2 gas into the holds 
of ships for the destruction of rats, it having 
been suggested that the use of such an 
apparatus on ships visiting Hongkong from 
plague’ infected ports. might be useful in 


preventing rats from swimming ashore; 
and requesting the committee to pive the 
proposal their consideration. Ths letter 


aud enclosures haye been placed before my 
committee, who have carefully considered the 
matter, and I am directed to :tate, in reply, that 
they do not see how, under the cireumstancer, 
the apparatus conld be usefully employed here, 
at least as far as ships are concerned. In the first 
place, the use of this apparatus would inevitably 
involve de.ention of steamers, and consequent 
heavy expenses, and, in ibe second place, it 
would be impracticable, because in most cases 
vessels calling here have large quantities of 
cargo on board for ports beyond this. There 
would be few shipson which it would be used 
without greatly interf ring with trade.” 

Mr. E. Osborne minuted —‘* Woe must not

make this their terminal port, that is to say, 
after all the cargo is ont and the passengers 
have left. And also, I think, we m ght very 
usefolly ask Bombay to do the same there with 
the ships that ply between Bombay and this 
port. ‘There are no! very many of them. 
Bombay is, in regard to most of thoso ships, the 
first port of departure, aud: therefore it would 
be a very simple matter for them to rid the ships 
of the rats before they leave. Furthermore, 
the cargoes that come from Bombay are mainly 
yarn—a cargo which lends itself to the secretion 
of rats in the holds of ships, and therefore 
possibly these rats may be landed here; and I 
think undonbtedly they came from Bombay in 
the case of the Bullaarat. Therefore, if 
Bombay would rid the ships of rats there and 
we took the same steps here and also took the 
same steps in regard to ships after they have 
finished discharging their cargo, we would do 
a great deal of goud. I beg, therefore, to move 
that the Government be asked to provide the 
necessary apparatus, and afterwards, if we find 
that it is no use for the ships, I think it would 
be very usefully employed in our own drains. 

The PRESIDENT-—Before I say anything on 
the proposition I would point out that the two 
classes of vessels which the memorandum of 
the Medical Officer and the Local Government 
Board recommend should be treated with SO2 
gas are—(1) those ships arriving here with 
plague on board or on which plague has oc- 
curred; and (2) those ships that have come 
from places infected with plague. I would 
add that it be used on ships which use this as a 
terminal point. 

Hon. Mr. CHATHAM—I do not quite under- 
stand the remerks Mr. Osborne has made with 
regard to the use of this apparatus. He said in 
the course of his remarks that yarn was a very 
favourable type of cargo for harbouring rats, 
and he also said that this apparatus could be 
used for destroying rats in those ships after the 
cargo had been discharged. I presume, if the 
cargo is favourable for harbouring rats, the 
thing would be to use this apparatus before the 
cargo was discharged, not after that. I may be 
wrong, but it seoms to me that the rats would 
be brought ashore with the ca: go in such cases. 

Hon. Mr. Brewrx—What is the cost of this 
apparatus ? 

The PresipEntT—£800:' 

Mr. OsBornE—What I intended was that a 
ship ehouid be rid of rats at Bombay and this 
port—first of all, before the cargo is put in, 
and then after the cargo is put out here. I say 
after the cargo is put out here, because I doubt 
very much us to the efficacy of this contrivance 
when a ship is full of eargo. When a ship is 
empty it is much more likely that the gas will 
have a wholesale effect upon the rats, but not 
with the cargo in the ship. ; 

The PRESIDENT—I am afraid if it is em- 
ployed in a ship after she is empty the rats 
would s]l escape. I know in ports at which it 
has been used it is put in while the cargo is still 
in the hold. Then the:argo is taken out and 
‘the rats are found dead after its removal. I 
thivk that is the principal reason why this 
should be used mainly on ships which use this 
as a terminal port. After the cargo is taken 
out you :rt the rats. : 

Mr. Ospurne—Tha! is a matter of detail. 
It does not affect the principle. 

- Hon. Mr, BREwIN—With your permission, 
Sir, I will read the resolution of the Govern- 
ment of India upon the question ef the danger 
of infection being spread by rats on ships. ‘I'he 
Commission say that although theoretically it 
s possible that plaguc-infected rats might carry 
the disease from one country to snother, there 
is no evidence that infection has ever beer car- 
ried in this manner. hey think that the sug- 
gested fumigation of the holds of ships so as to 
destroy rats in both unnecessary and impracti- 
cable. ~ 

The PRESIDENT seconded Mr. Osborne's 
motion.

CHOLERA IN- CANTON. 

The SecreTary submitted farther corres- 
pondence relative to the outbreak of cholera in 
Canton. 

The PResIDENT--I may state that Ihave 
been in communication with Wr. Ringer con- 
cerning this presumed outbreak of cholera at 
Canton, and he informs me that there has been 
no fresh case since Friday last amongst Enro- 
peans and that the disease appears to be confined 
to Honam, as far as he can understand. 

PLAGUE MATSHED AT YAUMATI, 

The SecreTaRy luid on the table an applica- 
tion by the Hongkong and Kowloon Wharf 
and Godown Co., Ld., for permission for -a. 
private plague hospital matshed, and also e 
matshed for attendants—both of them to be 
erected close to the Yaumati Plague Hospital 
and to be under the supervision of an European 
doctor.. ' 

In connection with this application there was 
submitted a minute by the Medical Officer of 
Health on a previous similar application, in 
which he stared that he had no objection to 
raise to the princip'e, bu’ the site must be 
most cnrefully selected and the sanitary arrange- 
ments of the hospital must be under the care 
and authority of a duly registered medical 
practitioner. approved by the Board; the 
hospital should also be subject to the Board's 
approval. 

The PRESIDENT—I move that this application 
be granted under the same conditions as were 
imposed in the previous instance. 

Dr. CLaRK seconded. 

Hon W. CHATHAN—There is only one small 
matter in connection with this application, and 
it is that the land on which the hospital stands 
is not Crown land but is privately owned, and it 
will be necessary for the Godown Co. to make 
an arrangen ent to get permission to erect their 
hospital there. The Government actually pays 
rent for the use of tha site on which the hospital 
stands at present. 

The motion was agreed to. 

PREVENTION OF DISEASE. 

Dr. CLARK, in pursuance of notice, moved :— 
“That the Board delegate to a Select 
Committee, consisting of the President, the 
Vice-President, and the Medical Officer of 
Health, full powers to enforce albthe provisions 
of the ‘ bye-laws for the prevention or mitiga- 
tion of epidemic, endemic, or- ‘contagious 
disease’ made under section 13 of the Public 
Health Ordinance of 190).”. He said—This is 
purely to avoid the necessity of calling a meet- 
ing of the Board every time a case of plague 
ocenrs, The Board are aware that certain 
aciion hag been taken this year by virlne of 
bye-laws giving the Board further powers, and 
under the Public Health Ordinance the Board 
have power to delegate their full powers for 
certain purposes to a committee. I think the 
Board will agree that at the hands of the 
President, the Vice-President and myself every 
care will be taken not to inflict hardship on 
the public and at the same time to protect the 
health of the community. 

Hon, W. CHATHAM seconded, and the motion 
was agreed to. 

DISINFECTING OPERATIONS.

DEATH OF A BLUEJACKET IN 
POTTINGER STREET. 


——_—_>__—_ 
Another sad fatality, the second within a 
fortnight resulting in the death of a British 


' bluejacket, was reported by the police on the 


14th inst. The circumstances are these :—On 
the 13th inst: one or two sailors from 
H.M.SS. Ocean and Rambler arrived at the 


- Criterion Hotel, a drinking saloon situated at 


the lower end of Pottinger Street, The hour was 
late, and according to the statement of the land- 
lady the men had no drink, but asked to be 
accommodated with beds. Two blaejackets, bne 
of them the deceased, were shown into a back 
room, where no less than fourteen cot-beds, 
packed closely and ranged so as to utilise evary 
available inch of space, were pluced. The 
deceased, who was an able seaman on the Rambler 
named William Blair, lay down for a time and 
them got up. “I’m only going outside,” he 
told his comrade, who shortly afterwards heard 
a scrambling noise and then a heavy fall, On 

ranning out, he found Blair, quite insensible 
and bleeding freely from a wound in the head 
lying underneath a zinc sunshade which had 


. been torn from its place over a window on the 


ground floor of a small courtyard attached to the 
saloon and used for toilet purposes. Blair never 
regained consciousness,- and died in a few 
minutes from a fractured skull. It is eon- 
jectured that he was attempting to gain access 
to the window on the first floor by climbing|on 
top.of the sunshade, which collapsed beneath 


- his weight and precipated Blair to the ground. 


The distance was only a matter of ten or twelve 
feet, but the deceased’s injuries showed that 
hemust have alighted on his head. The police 
lob communicated with and the body was [re- 

ates to the public mortuary, where the canse 
of death was certified. Blair, who was aged| 24 
years and a native of England, was buried| in 
Happy Valley on the 13th inst. with the 
customary naval honours. 

Later details show that the first belief as to 
how Blair met his death is incorrect. It now 
appears that he climbed a bamboo scaffolding

THE ‘DALLAS: ‘COMPANY AT THE 
THEATisE.

The term “crowded” is superfinons in de- 
soribing a Dallas andience, especially on an 
opening night. Every seat -in the Theatre 
Royal was occupied on the 17 h inst.; asamitter 
of fact, they were tiken days before the com- 
pany arrived in the Colony. The piece staged 
was The Toreador, a musical comedy that has 
been received with enthusiasm i in those places in 
the ' rient already visited by this talented com- 
binatian ; its production the 17th inst. was equ Illy 
successful. ‘The scenery was charming, and the 
general effect was enhanced by the excellence 
that marked the rendering of the piece. 
While a fuller account is made impossible 
owing to the absence of programmes, it may 
be said that each one in the cast acquitted 
himself aud herself with the greatest credit, and 
as a natural sequence the audience was 
appreciative and encores were frequent. 

If the Dallas Musical and Dramatic Com- 
pavy made- what appeared to some to be rather 
a tame beginning on the first night of their 
season at the Theatre Royal, no such remark 
can be applied to their second performance, which 
they gave on the 18th inst, b-fore a house filled 
almost to the doors. The piece presented was 
H.M.S. Irresponsible, a rollicking, tuneful 
comedy that has gained gront praise in 
England. Its presentment on this occasion 
was successful in every way: the plot was well 
developed, the musical numbers were rendered 
with excellent effect, and the dresses and the 
setting were tasteful and pretty, as is always 
the case ina Dallas: production. ‘I'he plot is 
whimsically humorous. Act I opens in. the 
Island of Samnos, on which a party of 
English tourists have been cast away, among 
them being Captain Chepstowe, who is on his 
way to join his command; H.M.S. Irresponsible, 
He has in his possession a large sum of money 
belonging to the Government, and as the island 
is infested with a band of the brigands, he to 
save this changes places with |his valet, Jim 
Slingsby. Latterly the stranded tourists are 
rescued from their troubles by a party of blue- 
jackets from the Irresponsible, who have heard of 
the wreck, Unfortunately for the real Captain 
Chepstowe, the brigands retain him as a 
hostage, while Jim Slingsby goes on board and 
finds himself incommand, Act II is laid on the 
deck of the Irresponsible. As one may imagine, 
cowplications of the most langhter-provoking 
kind ensue as the result of Slingsby’s. persona- 
tion of the captain Matters assume such a shape 
in the end that he jumps overboard to escape 
detection. In. Act III, which is laid ina 
village in Turkey, all the characters meet 
in customary, irresponsible comic-opera fashion, 
Slingsby, having been picked up by a vessel, 
appearing in the réle of waiter at the principal 
hotel, and the real Captain Chepstowe in his 
true colours. Slingsby is rewarded, as all good 
‘heroes should be, with the hand of an heiress; 
the others of the dramatis persone get their 
deserts likewise.: In the rane of Mr. Henry 
Dallas, the part of Jim Slingsby was excellently 
done. His songs were well sung, and his acting 
was irresistibly comic, In the character of 
Captain Chepstowe, Mr: P. Knight shona to 
advantage as a comedian and won hearty ap- 
plause for his songs. Mrs: Dallas, who .was 
warmly received, did cleverly all that was re- 
quired of her as Victoria Chaffers; and Miss 
Marie Arnold exacted very sweetly the part of 
Olive Chepstowe. ‘Though tho caste is too long 
to permit us to go into details, we must not 
omit to mention the highly successful appear- 
ance made by Mr. Harold Godwin as Lient. 
Anderson, nor the graceful and pretty dancing 
of Miss Cissy Fitzgerald. The Bob Chaffers 
of Mr. D. Munro was also clever aud well 
worthy of remark. 

On the 20th inst. at the Theatre Royal the 
Dallas Company produced The Geisha in 
presence of an audience that completely filled 
the house, and the piece got a reception which 
showed that this old favourite has still 
potent powers of attraction, while the: ‘members 
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of the Company individually acquitted them- 
selves ina manner worthy of the excallence of 
the subject which they had in hand and gained 
from their auditors well merited approval, 
The plot and general scheme of The Geisha 
ara too familiar to all theatre lovers to 
necessitate recapitulation here. It says much 
for its writer and composer that it retains 
in the degrea it does the pover fies attract and 
amuse.

There was the 
usual number of princess2s and ducheases, 
polished matrons and fair maidens, all of 
whom, being with unbound fext, could move 
about with the ease of the Buropean ladies. 
The Emperor was present a3 the ‘silent part- 
ner” —silent not because it is improper for a 
man to talk in the presoace of Mancha ladies, 
but bacause he is the Emperor Kwang Hai, 
supposed to say nothing. afreshments were 
provided in one room fon tha foreign ladies, 
and in another for the dreign interpreters. 
The Emperor, thougi # msn, Wis in the 
room with the Empress Dowager and her 
guests. As au innovation there was present _ 
a young Mancha lady who has been in the + 
Chinese Legation at Berlin, and wis able to act 
as interpreter in German, and to a slight dogree 
n English. This isa most encouraging sign 
and will tend to pat the stamp of respectability 
on the education of Chinese and Manchu girls. 

As another innovation the Empress Dowa;er 
has been picking up a few English phrases and 
tried their effect on her guests: Hao tu yiu, 
Ha-p'i niu yierh, Té-rin- 6 tz, The Emperor 
was given Jess chance to try his English, learned 
a few years . ago.

Much more 
so was it in the small hours of the morning, 
by which time the fire. had oxtended over 
several acres of- land. The blaze must have 
been seen for many miles round. For fifteen 
hours the fire continned to rage, and the 
smouldering went on until late last evening. 
The best endeavours of those in charge 
of fire-engines were of no avail. ‘The soldiery 
sent from the city to keep order were 02 
duty all night. A good, deal of destruction 
mi.zht have been saved had the authorities takes 
the responsiblity of pulling down a row or-two 
of the stacks earlier. A multitude of pillagers 
were, as usual on such occasions, busy carrying 
away what they could get in spite of the intense 
heat, many of them getting badly burnt. Besides 
almost all of the stacked timber the entire street 
running at the back of the yards was destroyed, 
numbering some two to three hundred houses, 
Fears - were entertained! that the foreign 
godowns, a little lower down the river, would 
suffer, but luckily there was no wind and the 
escaped. The value of the wood desicyel:

THE BUILDING ORDINANCE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ DAILY PEKBS.” 
Hongkong, 15th March. 

S1z,—The new Bill to consolidate and amend 
the Laws relating to Buildings which the Gov- 
ernment now endeavours to rash through the 
Council is a very drastic and a_ very 
arbitrary measure to be put bef4-e the public. 
To criticise its various sections yruld take up 
columns of your valuable paper. The effect of 
the Ordinance would be the meaus of increasing 
the already high rents and the cost of living ; 
it will also increase wages all round ard would 
also ba the means of encouraging crimes. 

The present state of high rents and cost of 
living can be easily traced to the voluminous laws 
and bye-laws of the Sanitary Board. Alterations 
and improvements to buildmgs in the last few 
years have been done at the expense~ of 
landlords, withont their receiving the slightest 
compensation from the Gpvernment, which is 
alone responsible for laying out building sites 
in the streets and lanes; and the class of houses 
which the Government now tries to condemn 
has been prected with its: cognisance and ap- 
proval. As a natnral sequence the landlords, 
to recoup themselves for the extra outlay, 
demand an increased rent. . 


The new Bill, if passed as it stands, would 


also be the means of driving capital out of this 
Colony and causing hundreds of families to find 
shelter in Macao or Canton, The Bill with its: 
many other sweeping aud most arbitrary clauses, 
without mentioning any compensation, tries 
‘to sweep away about one-tenth of the 
existing tenement houses without giving the 
landlords concerned a chance of re-constracting 
them and also enacts the re-modelling of almost 
all the remaining houses, a3.opportunities occur, 
at the expense of thé landlords and tenants. 
The Government is playinga waiting game by 
sitting quietly to see the re-construotion of these 
houses, necessitated by fire, old age, earthquake, 
typhoon, etc.. which will take decades of years. 
The question arises—»\ hat has induced the 
Government to introduce this most arbitrary. 
and sweeping measure to sndeavour to stamp 
out plague and to have a better class o: build- 
ings all round? The Government, through its 
own past acts and omissions, has been g party to 
the existing state of things, as all houses, whether 
sanitary or insanitary, have been built with the 
consent and approval of thé Government, which 
now wishes to remodel them at the sole expense l

THE SANITATION OF THE COLONY. 


In June last, during the severe epidemic of 
bubonic plague then raging in the Colony, 
your Committee conceived it to be their duty, 
In view of the enormous loss entailed by the 
suspension of Chinese Ssigranion, the imposi- 
tion of quarantine at ncighbouring ports, the 
reduction of imports and exports, and the 
diversion and restriction of trade generally, 
to address the Government on the subject, to 
point out how, in their opinion, the Govern-. 
ment had made itself largely responsible for 
the sad state of things then prevailing, and 1a § 
to suggest that the execution of the sanitary oe 
measures which had been recommended by 
the Sanitary authorities should be promptly 
carried out without fear of expense, or if any 
doubt as to the practicability-or expediency 
of such measures were entertained they 
should be referred at once to a higher au- 
thority for decision. The representations of 
the Committee were hardly receiyed by the ¢ 
Government in the spirit they were intended, j , 
the subject having only reluctantly been - 
taken up by them, and from a sense of their 
duty as guardians of the commercial interests 
-of the port. The. letter serv however, to 
direct public attention to the question, 
resulting in a petition being addressed by the oe 
ratepayers to the Secretary of State for the ho 
Colonies praying that a Commission of _ 
sanitary experts should be sent to enquire 
into the whole question of the sanitation of 
the Colony, while it at the same time roused 
the Government to more vigorous action in 
the matter.

QUARANTINE RESTRICTIONS. . 


The losses suffered of late years in conse- 
quence of the imposition of quarantine 
against arrivals from this port were undimi- 
nished last year. The outbreak of plague 
was not only disastrous in its mortality but 
also by reason of the prolonged interference 

by it to the passenger trade. Hong- 
kong was declared infected on the 25t 
March, and it was not until the 12th October 
that.this Chamber was notified by Govern- 
ment that the port was free from plague in 
accordance with the terms of the Venice 
Convention. 

Tés freedom from these restrictions has 
unfortunately proved short-lived, for on the 
24th January in the present year the Nether- 
lands Indian Government, hearing that some 
cases of plague had broken out in one 
district of the city of Victoria, temporarily 
declared the port infected and subjected 
vessels arriving therefrom to ten .days’ 
quarantine.
